WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Gen. 


Maxwell D. Taylor has told sena- 
tors the Joint Chiefs of Staff as- 
sumed,, in supporting the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty, that the 
Russians "would attempt clan- 
destine testing of some sort." 


This was disclosed today when 


the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 


Committee made public heavily 
censored testimony taken behind 
closed doors from Taylor, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs, and Gen. 
Curtis E. LeMay,, Air Force chief 
of staff. 


Taylor testified he thought the 


temptation to cheat would be in 
atmospheric tests of small tactic- 
al .weapons or other small tests 
that would be difficult to detect 
and from which information could 
be gained to apply to antimissile 
missiles.. 


"But it is in this field that you 


feel we are very well prepared 
ourselves, is it not?" asked Sen. 
J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., the com- 
mittee chairman. 


"Well,," Taylor replied, "it is in 


this field where I don't think the 
gains that might come from this 
kind of testing would have any 
great bearing upon our relative 
position." 


The treaty, approved by the 


committee last week by a 16-1 
vote, would ban nuclear tests in 
he atmosphere, in space and un- 
der water but not under ground!.

Faubus said the only way for

Faint Comet 
Discovered 
Near Sun 


GREENBELT, Md. (AP)i-The 


Goddard Space Flight Center said 
today that a faint comet has been 
discovered near the sun. , 


The center said a Belgian as- 


trophysicist, Dr. Francois V. Dos- 
sin of Liege, discovered the com- 
et July 20 during the total eclipse 
of the sun. 


The center, a part of the Na- 


tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration,, said 
faint comets 


never before have been detected 
because the tremendous brilliance 
of the sun's visible disc prvent- 
ed ground observation 
of the' 


space near the sun where such 
comets brighten sufficiently to be- 
come visible. 


"When {he moon passed in front 


of the sun this summer, observa- 
tions became possible to within a 
fe'w degrees of the' sun," Goddard 
said. 


"Some scientists have theorized 


that there are many such faint 
comets as yet unseen to observ-. 
ers. 


"If this is correct, the discovery 


will be an important contribution 
to the understanding of the com- 
ets and their role in formation of 
the solar system."

Congress in 
9th Month 
of Session 


WASHINGTON 
<AP> - Con- 


gress lumbers into the ninth 
month of its session today and 
most of the big battles still lie 
ahead. 


Usually by Labor Day, Congress 


is breezing down the home stretch. 
This year it has a thicket of legis- 
ation to clear away. 


Many members fear they'll still 


be around after the leaves fall 
and the snow flies and the Christ- 
mas decorations go up. 


On the long, probably bumpy 


road ahead are such controversial 
issues as a tax cut, foreign aid 
spending,, the limited nuclear test- 
ban treaty—and the civil rights 
program which promises to trig- 
ger a Southern filibuster in the 
Senate. 


The House planned no business 


this week, continuing until Mon- 
day a sort of informal Labor Day 
recess. 


To clear the deck for expected 


debate next week on the nuclear 
treaty, the Senate was scheduled 
to take up President Kennedy's 
request to broaden the 1962 Man-, 
power Training Act which estab- 
lished a program of vocational 
schooling to teach skills to un- 
employed persons or retrain them 
for new jobs. 


The administration 
considers 


the program 
important in its 


effort to combat unemployment in 
general and to train Negroes for 
better jobs. 


When the manpower act was 


passed it provided for federal 
funds to pay the full cost in the 
first two years. However,, there 
was to be 50-50 state matching in 
the third year,, starting July 1964. 


So far, however, only four states 


have passed legislation to carry 
out the matching funds require- 
ment—Connecticut, Kansas,, Mon- 
tana and Tennessee. Legislators 
of 25 states which have not acted 
do riot even meet in 1964. 


The bill before the Senate would 


not only provide for the federal 
government to pay the entire cost 
of the third year but would author- 
ize an additional $161 million in 
U.S. funds to cover the states' 
.share.

China Accuse 
Russia of 
U.S. Deals

TOKYO (AP)-Hed China has 


accused the Soviet Union of tat- 
tling Communist secrets, to Wash- 
ington in a long-standing effort to 
bar Peking from the nuclear club. 


Peking Radio said Sunday Mos- 


cow informed the United States 
some time ago that the Soviet 
Union was reneging on an agree- 
ment to help the Chinese start 
manufacturing nuclear weapons. 


Billed as a staement by,a gov- 


ernment spokesman, it was one ol 
the angriest Chinese tirades yet in 
the months of name-calling be- 
tween Peking and Moscow. At 
one point, Peking Radio even 
compared Soviet propaganda to 
that of Hitler's, Germany), 
a 


charge hitherto reserved for at- 
tacks on the West.

The broadcast said the Soviet 


decision to scrap its1 pledge of nu- 
clear aid to Red China and the 
purported leak to Washington con- 
stituted "a gift to the United 
States," 


When Peking announced Aug. 


15 that the Russians had broken 
their 1957 nuclear aid pledge, en- 
raged Soviet leaders said the Chi- 
nese had divulged confidential 
documents and defense informa- 
tion about Communist countries, 
the broadcast 
recaMI. 


Speaking directly to the Rus- 


sians, Peking declared: 


"Please do not pretend inno- 


cence. You know very well that 
long before we published our last 
statement (on Aug. 15) you told; 
the Americans the secrets be- 
tween China and 'the Soviet Un- 
ion concerning nuclear weapons. 


With a goal of preventing Red 


China 
from 
obtaining nuclear 


weapons,, the "Soviet leaders have 
colludccf with the U.S. imperial- 
ists," Peking said. 


The Chinese gave no indication 


of when the Soviet leaders were 
supposed to have told Washington 
of their decision to withhold tech- 
nical assistance fwm Chinese1 nut- 
clear scientists. The withholding 
began as far back as 1959, the 
broadcast said.

They will turn up 
in a television film, as a comedy 
pang of animal toughs called "The 
Hollywood Boys." 


Hibler's technique consists of 


using two casts of animals. There 
are the wild animals, captured on 
film by men who patiently wait 
in blinds, platforms in trees, in 
baskets swinging from cranes. 


For the story portion,; Hibler 


uses what he calls "controlled" 
animals—the trained1, tame . or 
semi-trained. 


These two elements are deli- 


cately stitched together. 


"In editing the average televi- 


sion or motion picture, two or 
three feet of film are thrown out 
for every foot used," Hibler esti- 
mated, "In our nature1 stories we 
use about one foot for every 15 
or 20 shot."
